Paper Control Board Renders 


Judgment in Long Drawn-out 
Newsprint Inquiry 


ABOUT $150,000 


Final Pronouncement as Regards 
| Period from July 1 to 
| November 30, 1918 


OTTAWA, Ont., Aug. 27.—A judg- 
nent which means that the paper 
nills of Canada must refund about 
$150,000 to the newspapers of the do- 
ninion on bills for newsprint sold be- 
ween July 1, and November 30, 1918, 
1as been rendered by the paper con- 
rol tribunal. This is the final pro- 
souncement on the long drawn out 
1ewsprint Inquiry so far as the ques- 
ion of this period {is concerned, but 
ater periods which to the end of the 
war have yet to be dealt with. 


The judgment reduces the price of | 


1ewsprint in rolls from $69 per ton 
o $66. The price of $69 was that 
ixed by Paper Controller F. A. Prin- 
le, and both the manufacturers and 
ublishers appealed to the paper con- 
rol tribunal against it, the manufac- 
urers attempting to have that body 
mpose a price of $80 per ton upon 
he newspapers. If they had been 
uccessful {n this demand, 
lian publishers would have had to pay 
t the rate of a million and a quarter 
jollars a year more than they are now 
jirected to pay by the tribunal's judg- 
ment, or over half a million dollars 
more for the five months coyered by 
he judgment,

Provincial Government to Finance 
Prospective Teachers During 
Coming Term 


Elsewhere in this paper there ap- 
pears an advertisement handed in by 
the department of education of the 
provincial government announcing 
that loans will be provided by the gov- 
ernment sufficient to finance any stu- 
dents who have the required high 
school standing and who desire to at- 
tend the normal schools to train as 
teachers. 

The Hon. Geo. P. Smith, minister 
of education, explains that this policy 
appears to be necessary in order to} 
make sure that the classes may be 
filled to capacity, The term of pro- 
fessional training is being increased 
from four to eight months. This means 
that each normal schoo! will turn out 
one class in a year instead of two and 
unless the classes are filled to the 
maximum the supply of teachers, 
which is already too limited, will be 
greatly reduced. The extra cost for 
the longer term is one great reason 
for the difficulty which the depart- 
ment is experiencing in securing @ 
large enrolment. 

Mr, Smith is determined that the 
longer term of training must be in- 
troduced as he considers it essential 
that the standards of the teaching 
profession should be raised. Better 
trained teachers will mean more suc- 
cessful and therefore more contented 
teachers and the result will be that 
they can be held longer in the profes- 
sion. 

The policy of the state lending mon- 
ey for such a purpose is new but pub- 
le funds cannot be used for any bet-

RISE IN SUGAR 
PREDICTION 


President of Wholesale Associa- 
tion Says No Discussion on 
Likely Price 


MARINE STRIKE CAUSE 


Declares Shortage Due Entirely 
to Lack of Shipping 
Facilities 


TORONTO, Aug. 27.—With refer- 
ence to an Ottawa despatch of August 
23 stating that the wholesale grocers 
in their convention at Ottawa, had 
predicted that sugar would rise to 20 
cents a pound before the present 
shortage would be relieved, Hugh 
Blain, president of the wholesale gro- 
cers’ association of Canada sald today: 
“There must be some mistake about 
this, as no discussion was taken as to 
the price of sugar was likely to be. 
It was, however, stated to the con- 
vention that speculators in the United 
States had bought fifty cars of granu- 
lated sugar, held in Halifax at the 
regular Canadian price, but had been 
resold to other speculators in the 
United States and was now offered at 
$13.90 at Halifax to the dominion gov- 
ernment and I believe a few cars were 
bought at this price. 

“The convention generally felt that 
to buy sugar at such a figure might 
have the effect of creating an advance 
on all sugars which would be most un- 
fortunate. 

“It was also felt that selling this 
sugar would have the appearance of 


profiteering, even if sold again at 
cost, because sugar is sold today in 
Montreal to the whoesale trade at 


$10.40 and $10.50, with the usual dis- 
count off, and {s re-sdld to the retail! 
trade at these figures with the freight 
added. 

Lack of Shipping. 

"The shortage in sugar has been 
caused entirely through the lack of 
shipping facilities, owing to the ma- 
rine strike, which prevented refiners 
from getting raw sugar, and if ship- 
ping facilities can be restored to no 
mal conditions without further delay, 
we should get supplies of refined to 


meet our requirements within the next | 


30 or 60 days. 

“Tl would like to warn the publie 
against buying sugar beyond their 
pressing requirements, because hoard- 
ing sugar is certainly going to increase 
the price to the consumers, who will 
be in want, besides depriving the reat 
of the public from getting their fair 
share of what sugar !{s to be had, Bvy- 
ery wholesale and retall grocer should 
furnish their customers with the 
smallest quantity of sugar they can 
get along with, until sugar hecomes 
more plentiful.”

Above the hitherto 
revailing wholesale price which 
yermitted sugar to be retailed in 
Kdmonton at less than 12 cents a 
ound or at a cent above the 15 
ents a pound said to have recent- 
y been paid by the wholesale gro- 
ers of Montreal for a 50 carload 
ot. There is little doubt that the 
higher price is meant, and that 
his was the basis of the recent 
offer of five cars to Edmonton 
holesale house at cents. An 
dvance from 12¢ to '17c is an in- 
rease of 5 cents a pound, which 
on 50 cars of 60,000 pounds each 
would mean $150,000 over present 
sost.

There is. five hundred miles of 
good navigation on the Peace 
River between Hudson’s Hope at 
the foot of the Rocky Mountain 
Portage and the Chutes below Ver- 
million, Peace River town is ap- 
proximately 200 miles below Hud- 
son’s Hope, and 800 miles above 
the Chutes. The course of the river 
from Hudson’s Hope to Peace 
River town is easterly. From the 
town to the Chutes it is first nor- 
therly and then easterly. North of 
the river a strip of prairie or park 
land extends almost continuously 
from the town to Hudson’s Hope. 
The first 60 miles west of the town 


12 to 18 miles. Beyond the Water- 
hole and Vanrena districts there 
is practically no setlement until 
the neighborhood of Fort St. John 
is reached west of the B. 0. boun- 
dary. From some miles this side of | 
St. John there are scattered settle- 
ments along the north bank of the 
river all the way to the Hope. 

The west line of range 18 west 
of the 6th meridian is the boun- 
dary between Alberta and British 
Columbia. But under an arrange- 
ment between the governments of 
the Dominion and B.C. the land 
from range 13 to range 26, (just 
beyond Hudson’s Hope) known as 
the Peace River Block belongs to 
and is administered by the Domin- 
ion although for purposes of ad- 
ministration of law, construction 
of roads, ete., it is under the juris- 
diction of British Columbia. The 
north side of the river is in the 
| Peace River land district and the 
South side in the Grande Prairie 
land district. Steamers run all 
summer from Peace River town to 
St. John and Hudson’s Hope. 

In another column appears an 
account of the St. John, Hudson’s 
Hope and Pouce Coupee districts 
taken from the report of F. H. 
| Kitto, of the Natural Resources 
branch of the Interior department. 
These districts are easily acces- 
sible at the present time, and offer 
every opportunity for pioneer 
ranching and farming; with rea- 
sonable prospects of railway de- 
velopment at a comparatively 
early date.

Hudson Rope ales 


Hudson Hope ig located on Pea 
river near the westerly limit of the 
Peace Rivér Block. It is the gateway 
from the great plains to the mountain 
regions, being at the foot of Rocky 
Mountain canyon, where tho river 
bursts through from the foothills to 
pursue its placid course beyoud. In 
early days a trading vost called 

Rooky Mountain House” was located 
at the upper end of the canyon. This 
was replaced by @ post at the foot of 
the canvon, about which two other 
trading osts and a few scattered 
buildings have sprung up. These con- 
stitute the present Hudson Hope. 
Bteamboats ply up and down during 
the open season from the town of 
Peace River, some 229 miles, and 
there {s considerable travel by canoe 
from Fort George. This route, by 
canoe and portage, is about 322 miles. 
A waron road, some 14. miles in 
length, leadg past the canyon to the 
upper waters of the Peace, which are 
navigable for steamers, Various tralls 
lead out to the haunts of the trapper 
and prospector, for thie district is rich 
in fur and has wonderful mineral pos- 
sibilities, Great deposits of coal are 
known to exist above the eanyon, and 
indications of various precious metals 
are in evidence. 

On the nlateaus on both sides of the 
river there ts considerable good agri- 
cultural land. The soil is sandy loam, 
an@ the surface is gently rolling and 
lightly wooded, A trail 
18 miles to Moberly lake, where there 
1s some excellent soil and luxuriant 
pasture, Thig lake {s filled with white- 


fish. There is an Indian reserve at | 
each end of it, but very few white) 
settlers, 


A number of homesteads have been 
located about the post, and ai few 
along the river flats netween the post 
and Fort 8t. John. On these flats the 
land is excellent and very heavy yields 


of grain and vegetables are harvested | 


every year. 

Hudson Hope is now provided with 
telegraphic service, the Edmonton- 
Peace River government telegraph 
line having recently been extended 
through to it. It holds a very stra- 
tegic position, and may become an 
important point when th!s part of the 
territory {s developed, but at present 
{ms well in advance of settlement and 
does not warrant any boom. 


Pouce Coupe 


The Pouce Coupe prairie lies tn the 
south-eastern part of the Peace River 
Block in the province of British Co- 
lumbia, It comprises several town- 
ships of gently rolling prairie and a 
number with scattered bluffs and light 
woods. The extent of this choice area 
is about 25 miles wide by 40 miles 
long. It is separated from Spirit 
River and Grande Prairie by high 
wooded plateaus on !ts east and south.
